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ABSTRACT 

The paper is an enumeration of 94 names which includes new taxa, new records and some 
correct names, reported by various authors after the publication of Bor’s work on Indian 
Grasses in 1960. 


Dr. N. L- Bor’s book on the “Grasses of 
Burma, Ceylon, India and Pakistan” pub¬ 
lished in i960 is the only concise and con¬ 
solidated account of the Indian species and 
varieties of the grasses. Recent researches 
including explorations, critical identification 
and revisions during last two decades have 
resulted in discovery of many new taxa 
and new records and in changes in nomen¬ 
clature. It is felt, therefore, necessary to 
have an up-to-date taxonomic evaluation of 
of our grass flora. With this view, notes 
on identification, distribution and nomen¬ 
clature relevant to the Indian grasses have 
been published from time to time by Jain 
(1966, 1968a, 1968b), Jain and Banerjee 

(1967), Saha et al. (1971), Jain & Das (1973) 
and Shukla & Jain (1978). 

It was considered useful to make a review 
of the taxa of grasses that have been added 
to the Indian flora during last two decades. 
Taxa of grasses relevant to Nepal have also 
been included. 

The present paper is a list of 94 names, 
and includes the new taxa (genera, species, 
varieties), .new records and some correct 
names which have been reported for this 
subcontinent after the work of Bor (hence¬ 
forth referred as Grasses, i960). This alpha¬ 
betical list contains 60 new taxa (7 genera, 
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42 species, 10 varieties, 1 forma), 26 new 
records and 8 corrected names. 

The new taxa are listed without any sign; 
original reference of their publication is 
given. 

The taxa which are new records for India 
are marked with single dagger sign (+); the 
relevant references have been given. 

The cases of change in names are mark¬ 
ed with asterisk sign (*); here also the re¬ 
ference of the work where the name has 
been adopted as correct is given, followed 
by synonym and a reference of Bor, Gras¬ 
ses i960. 

For new taxa and first records from India, 
the locality is briefly indicated (name of 
State followed by locality).
